TUNES (AJ.) — A commando group of Tunisian dissidents 
trained and armed in neighbouring Libya was foiled last week in 
an attempt to attack the town of Kassaine, 200 kilometres sou- 
thwest of Tunis, government sources said Saturday. The sources, 
said seven heavily-armed men infiltrated into Tunisia over die 
nearby Algerian border in an apparent attempt by Libya to des- 
tabilise Tunisia's moderate regime. Six members of the com- 
mando group were arrested and another escaped, the sources 
said. Officials earlier had refused all comment on reports of the 
planned attack.

Israeli 
diplomat 
shot dead 
in Paris 


PARIS (Agencies) — A young 
woman shot an Israeli diplomat to 
death Saturday afternoon as his 
wife and S -year-old daughter loo- 
ked on, French police said. 

Officers said Yacov Bar- 
simantov, 43, was shot three times 
in the left side of the head by a 
7.65 mm semi-automatic pistol as 
he entered the lobby of his apa- 
rtment building in the French cap- 
ital's fashionable 16th Arr- 
ondisemenL 

The embassy said Mr. Bar- 
siman toy’s 17-year-old son, who 
heard the shots but did not see the 
killing, chased the woman, but she 
escaped. She was described as 
about 20 years old and wearing a 
beret which hiddier hair. 

Authorities said h was the first 
time an Israeli diplomat had been 
assassinated in' Paris. No arrests 
have been made, they added. 

The shooting came three days 
after unknown persons sprayed 
the front of the offices of die Isr- 
aeli military attache in Paris with 
machine-gun fire. 

Israeli Ambassador Meir Ros- 
eime blamed the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation for the ass- 
assination. "The PLO are ai the 
origin of this attack,” he told rep- 
orters. “This terrorist org- 
anisation continues to train its 
leaders in the' Palestinians camps. I 
The (West German) Baader Mei- 
nboff gang. the _ ( Italian) Red Bri- 
gades — the source is the same. It 
always consists of die PLO," he 
charged. He added he had no inf- 
ormation on the details of the sho- 
oting. 

The Israeli embassy spokesman 
said Mr. Barsimanlov's son chased 
the attacker but she disappeared 
into the nearest underground sta- 
tion. He was unable to confirm 
French radio reports that five 
shots had been fired and that the 
diplomat had been hit mainly in 
.the head. 

PLO denies role 

In Beirut the PLO declared 
Saturday it had nothing to do with 
the Paris assassination of Mr. Bar- 
simantov. 

“We know nothing about this 
attack nor the organisation that 
has claimed it. Consequently we 
had nothing to do with it" said a 
statement issued by PLO hea- 
dquarters here. 

The statement did not identify 
the group that has reportedly cla- 
,imed responsibility for the ass- 
assination. . 

But a PLO source, who asked 
not to be identified, raid the PLO 
had information that an unnamed 
western news agency’s office in 
Paris received a responsibility 
claim by telephone on behalf of 
“The Lebanese Armed Rev- 
olutionary Brigades.” 

This shadowy group bad also 
claimed responsibility for machine- 
gunning the facade of the offices 
of the Israeli military attache in 
Paris three days ago as well as for 
the fatal shooting of a U.S. mil- 
itary attache in the French capital 
last January. 


Arab disunity ‘encouraged’ 
U.S. Security Council veto 


From combated news agency reports 

THE SAUDI state radio said Saturday conditions 
of Arab disunity have "encouraged" the United 
States to veto a Jordanian resolution at the UJM. 
Security Council that called on Israel to back 
down on its dismissal of two Arab mayors and a 
municipal council in the occupied West Bank of 
Jordan. 

The radio commented that, had the Arabs been 
united, the United States would not have “dared 
to persist on using its veto power” against the 
Arabs and in Israel's favour. 

“Realities in the Arab World are sufficient to 
show that this (Arab) Nation is passing through 
the worst phase of disunity and fragmentation," 
the broadcast complained. 

The government-guided newspaper Okaz mea- 
nwhile said that the Jordanian resolution, pre- 
pared and approved by the Arab foreign ministers 
meeting in T unisia last Tuesday, pointedly avo- 
ided calling far U.N. security sanctions against the 
Zionist state. 

The resolution, the paper said, was deliberately 
watered down with a view to enabling the United 
States to join in efforts aimed at dissuading Israel 
against repressive measures in the occupied Arab 
region. 

The vetoed resolution denounced Israel’s "vio- 
lation of tiie liberties and rights of the inhabitants 
of the occupied West Bank and the Gaza Strip 
which followed the measures taken by Israel with 
regard to the Golan Heights...” „ 

It called on Israel to reinstate the ejected mun- 
icipal council of Al Bireh and the mlwrs of Nab- 
lus and RamaUah. 

It also affirmed that all provisions of the 1949 
Geneva Convention on the protection of civ ilians 
in time of war continued to apply to all die occ- 


upied territories. It called on. Israel to cease all 
measures contravening that convention. 

Jordanian Ambassador Hazem Nuseibeh tha- 
nked those who voted for the resolution, saying it 
would have been an assurance that "civilised 
humankind knows what is right and what is inh- 
uman and brutal.” 

People who every day saw the ruthless obl- 
iteration of their existence needed no goading to 
struggle for their survival, he said. 

"The Israelis would love nothing better than to 
see them starve to death and to see even the 
municipal services deteriorate to the point where 
epidemics become rampant” he said 

Although the U.S. veto came as no surprise, he 
hoped that one day the American voice would be 
in consonance with the “general will of int- 
ernational legality, morality and justice,” as well 
as with the country's own fundamental values. 

The deputy U.S. representative, Charles Lic- 
it enste in, said his delegation would have preferred 
a resolution which expressed, in a non- 
condemnatory way, the coundTs great concern 
about the "recent tragic events whidi have res- 
ulted in injury and loss of life on both sides.” 

"Instead, the resolution we were called on to 
vote on this evening (Friday) uses strongly den- 
unciatory language and does not take into account 
the complexity of the problem. Nor would it lead 
us closer to a solution. On the contrary it would 
lead us away from an ultimate solution,” he said. 

Speaking before the vote, deputy Israeli rep- 
resentative Axyeh Levin claimed that the root 
cause of the troubles in the occupied areas was 
that Israel had presented alternatives to Pal- 
estinians wishing to live in peace so that they did 
not have to be guided by the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO).

Argentina reports resistance to invasion 

Britain orders armada 
to regain Falklands 


LONDON (Agencies) — Britain ord- 
ered a large naval task force to the 
South Atlantic Saturday as a political 


storm erupted over Argentina's mil- 
itary invasion of the Falkland Islands. 


AMMAN (Petra) — His Majesty 
King Hussein conferred at the 
Royal Court Saturday with South 
Korean Minister of Construction 
Jong Ho Kim, who conveyed to 
the Monarch a message from 
South Korean President Chun 
Doo Huan on Jordanian-South 
Korean friendship and coo- 
peration. 

The audience was attended by 
Minister of Public Works Awni. AJ 
Masri 

Mr. Jong was also received Sat- 
urday by His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan. They dis- 
cussed economic and trade rel- 
ations between South Korea and 
Jordan. 

• Prince Hassan stressed that 
cooperation between the two cou- 
ntries should not be confined to 
the exchange of commodities, but 
should be expanded to encompass 
joint ecnomic ventures, with the 
view to achieving exchange of 
expertise and enhancing economic 
activities. 

Mr. Masri and South Korean 
Ambassador to Jordan Jai Sun 
Kim were present at the meeting. 

Later. Mr. Jong met with Nat- 
ional Consultative Council Pre- 
sident Ahmad Tarawneh, with 
whom he reviewed bilateral rel- 
ations and the Palestine problem. 

At a meeting with Upper House 
of Parliament Speaker Bahjat 
Talhouni, Mr. Jong discussed coo- 
rdination between Jordan and 
South Korean at international par- 
liamentary conferences. 

Mr. Jong also called on Tra- 
nsport Minister Ali Suheimat to 
discuss projects which South Kor- 
ean firms are carrying out in Jor- 
dan. 

At noon Saturday, the South 


Korean ambassador gave a lun- 
cheon in honour of Mr. Jong and 
his delegation. 

At the banquet, attended by 
Mr. Masri, Mr. Jong expressed his 
government's interest in further 
bolstering cooperation and fri- 
endship between the two cou- 
ntries. 

A number of cabinet members 
and senior officials attended the 


banquet which was held at Al 
Hussein Youth City. 

Mr. Jong and Mr. Masri later 
held talks on increasing South 
Korean-Jordanian cooperation in 
construction. 

They explored the possibility of 
holding meetings by officials from 
both countries to work out plans 
to enhance cooperation between 
them.

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Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher announced a freeze on Arg- 
entine assets in Britain which gov- 
ernment sources said mounted to 
about $1.5 billion in gold, sec- 
urities and currency deposits. 

Mrs. Thatcher and Minister of 
Defence John Non faced repeated 
calls in a hostile House of Com- 
mons for their resignation as they 
struggled to explain the loss of the 
colony which Britain has ruled 
since 1833. 

In the first Saturday session of 
parliament since the 1956 Suez 
crisis, the conservative party gov- 
ernment's handling of the Fal- 
klands dispute was assailed from 
all sides. 

Mrs. Thatcher sat with head 
bowed and Conservatives groaned 
as Mr. Nott said diplomacy would 
probably fail to dislodge the Arg- 
entinians. 

Mr. Nort said the naval task 
force would be led by the 194* 00- 
ton aircraft carrier lniincible and 
would sail on Monday. 

Buckingham Palace said Queen 
Elizabeth's second son, 22- 
year-old Prince Andrew, had been 
recalled to duty as an anti- 
submarine helicopter pilot and 
would be aboard the carrier. 

The task force will include ano- . 
ther carriers, destroyers and fri- 
gates with marine commandos, 
vertical take-off and landing 
(VTOL) sea harriers and anti- 
submarine helicopters. 

The government has been ret- 
icent about giving details of its 
naval response. But at least one of 
Britain's nuclear-powered 
Hunter-Kille submarines is bel- 
ieved to have slipped-off last week 
for the South Atlantic. 

The defence secretary said the 
government intended to solve the 
problem with continuing dip- 
lomacy “but if that fafls--and h 
will probably do so— we have no 
choice but to press forward with 
our plans." 

Conservatives left the eme- 
rgency debate grim-faced at the 
government’s humiliation and 
. went into private meetings. One of 
them, rightwinger John Stokes, 
said; “Id order to save the prime 
minister and the government I am 
afraid that certain heads must 
roll— including that of the foreign 
secretary (Lord Carrington) and, I 
very much regret to say, that of the 
defence secretary as well.” 

The government announced 
Saturday that it was baiting all 
sales of arms and military equ- 
ipment to Argentina. Argentina's 
only aircraft carrier was bought 
from Britain, but most of the cou- 
ntry's military hardware comes 
from the United States. 

Resistance 

Meanwhile, the Argentine press 
reported Saturday that the 1,800 
civilian population of the Falkland 
(Malvinas) Islands had put up 
armed resistance to Fridays inv- 
asion by Argentine forces. 

The Argentine news agency 
Noticias Argentinas quoted mil- 
itary sources as saying the isl- 
anders had buried caches of arms 


and the local radio station had cal- 
led on them to fight the invasion 
force on the eve of the takeover. 

As signs emerged that the inv- 
asion was not as easy or bloodless 
as the authorities here first said, 
the agency reported that two hos- 
pitals were being evacuated at the 
port city of Mar Del Plata to make 
way for possible casualties from 
fighting. 

Soldiers had also painted red 
crosses on the roofs of the hos- 
pitals in the city 400 kilometres 
south-west of Buenos Aires and 
medical staff had been reinforced, 
it added. 

The sources also cast doubt on 
government announcements that 
Britain's entire garrison of mar- 
ines on the desolate archipelago 
off the tip of South America had 
surrendered. 

A few hours before the Arg- 
entine invasion a number of Bri- 
tish marines had been sent as 
look-outs to remote areas of the 
Falklands, the sources were quo- 
ted as saying. 

They did not say whether these 
had been captured along with a 
group of about 80 men guarding 
the governor’s residence. 

British Broadcastiag Cor- 
poration (BBC) Television said in 
London Argentina believed that a 
group of marines had been left 
behind on the islands to coo- 
rdinate resistance to the Arg- 
entine occupation. 

Official reports in Buenos Aires 


said only one Argentine naval off- 
icer had been killed in the invasion 
and there were no dead or wou- 
nded on the British side. 

But a number of Buenos Aires 
newspapers reported that the Bri- 
tish had suffered casualties and 
the authoritative right-wing daily 
La Nacion said there had been 
armed resistance by islanders. 

The Buenos Aires daily Cl.trin 
quoted one military officer who 
took part in the operation as say- 
ing "what wc believed would be a 
military joyride turned into real 
combat, but we must emphasise 
that we did not want to kill any- 
body." 

Most of the Falklands inh- 
abitants are sheep farmers of Bri- 
tish descent. 

TtThere was no immediate official 
reaction in Buenos Aires to Bri- 
tain's announcement that it had 
frozen Argentine assets and sent a 
large naval force to the South Atl- 
antic in retaliation. 

Earlier Saturday, Britain’s col- 
onial governor in the Falklands 
and about 80 British marines cap- 
tured during the military occ- 
upation were flown into the Uru- 
guayan capital of Montevideo by 
an Argentine military transport 
plane. 

Noticias Argentinas said a 
group of about 30 Argentine res- 
idents in the islands' tiny capit al of 
Port Stanley bad played an imp- 
ortant role in the invasion by 
about 4,500 soldiers and marines. 


Be gin’s rule seems set on survival course

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM — Assailed at 
home and abroad, Jsraers hard-pressed 
government seemed set on a survival course 
Saturday after two weeks of uproar in occ- 
upied Arab territories and controversy over 
uprooting Jewish settlers from Sinai. 

Prime Minister Menachem Begin' s coa- 
lition government squeezed through crucial 
votes in the Knesset (parliament) on bud- 
getary issues which could have disrupted 
tile next stage of the Israeli-Egyptian peace 
process in the Middle East- 
Eight people have been killed in the dis- 
orders over Israel's dismissal of three ele- 
cted West Bank mayors, allegedly for pro- 
fessing support for the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO). , D ■ 

Now- the disturbances on the West Bank 
and in the Gaza Strip have entered then 
third week and bitterness agamst foraeb 
rule persists in stortings of security forces 
and- establishments linked with . the occ- 
upation of lands where 1.2 million Pal- 


estinians live. 

Israel holds fast to its policy of allowing 
limited self-rule to the occupied territories ' 
without PLO participation. Otherwise, it 
says, a Palestinian stale could emerge on its 
borders with the avowed aim of destroying 
the Zionist state. 

Israel's position was underlined this week 
when Britain’s foreign secretary. Lord Car- 
rington, spent two days in fruitless attempts 
to persuade Mr. Begin's government to take 
the PLO into account in any lasting Middle 
East peace settlement. 

The Israelis snubbed Lord Carrington at 
his first formal talks with Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir by simultaneously rejecting 
■a statement from the European Economic 
Community (EEC) denouncing Israel" s mil- 
itary crackdown in the West Bank. 

Lord Carrington's talks with Israeli lea- 
ders appeared to be overshadowed in his 
min d by concerns about the looming crisis 
over Argentina’s decision to invade the 
Falkland Elands. 

One of Lord Carrington's leading aides. 


Sir John Leahy, was refused permission to 
visit two of the deposed mayors, Bassam 
Shak*a of Nablus and Karim Khalaf of 

.R amallah . 

Sir John, a deputy under-secretary at the 
Foreign Office, expressed disappointment 
over Israel's refusal to let him meet the 
municipal leaders. Nevertheless he was 
given permission to confer with some other 
mayors in the territory occupied by Israel 
during the 1967 Middle East war. 

Britain and other EEC countries mai- 
ntain that the PLO must have a role in neg- • 
ousting Palestinian autonomy under the 
1 979 Camp David accords which forged the 
peace treaty between Israel and Egypt. The 
autonomy talks are currently deadlocked. 

Mi. Begin's government is under attack 
even from friendly Western governments 
over its West Bank policies and finds gro- 
wing opposition from thousands of Israeli 
“Peace Now” advocates who have dem- 
onstrated in the heart of Tel Aviv. 

In northern Sinai, which Israel is due to 

' return to Egypt by April 26 under the peace 


treaty timetable, a few hundred ultra- 
nationalists held out at the risk of forcible 
eviction by the Israeli army. 

The deadline for civilian evacuation was 
midnight on March 31, and most settlers in 
the main town of Yam it and 1 3 surrounding . 
form communities had left by then. 

But the diehards stayed on— and the cur- 
rent view was that the army would delay 
their eviction until early next week befiag- 
the Jewish passover festival starting on 
Wednesday night 

.^Another headache for Mr. Begin's shaky 
government which survived only by two 
votes in the 120-seat Knesset on an opp- 
osition motion to cut off its access to state 
funds, was the Druze population of the Syr- 
ian Golan Heights annexed by Israel earlier 
this year. 

Military sources claimed all was quiet 
Saturday on the Heights, where Israeli sol- 
diers on Friday shot and wounded four 
Druze villagers protesting against the ann- 
exation. 


Prince Sultan arrives 
unexpectedly in Iraq 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Saudi 
Arabian Defence Minister Prince 
Sultan lbn Abdul Aziz arrived 
unexpectedly in Baghdad Sat- 
urday and immediately conferred 
with Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein. They discussed dev- 
elopments in the Gulf war bet- 
ween Iraq and Iran, the official 
Iraqi News - Agency (INA) rep- 
orted from Baghdad. 

Saudi Arabia has taken Iraq's 
side in the conflict and has made 
large loans towards the Iraqi war 
'effort. 

INA said the Saudi prince bro- 
ught messages from King KhaJed 
and Crown Prince Fahd con- 
firming Riyadh's continuing sup- 
port 

Other Arab rulers in the Guff, 
including the emirs of Kuwait 
Bahrain and Qatar, telephoned 
the Iraqi president earlier this 
week for similar consultations. 

His Majesty King Hussein. 
Baghdad's staunchest ally, made a 


brief visit and met all Iraq's mil- 
itary and political leaders. Jor- 
danian volunteers are fighting on 
Iraq's side in the 18-month-old 
war. 

A special envoy from Sanaa arr- 
ived in Baghdad Saturday and 
gave President Hussein a message 
from North Yemeni President Ali 
Abdullah Saleh. INA said. North 
Yemeni volunteers also are fig- 
hting on Iraq's side. 

Prince Sultan was accompanied 
by Saudi Minister of Education 
Abdul Aziz Al Khuwairer. who 
has made several visits to Iraq in 
the past two years carrying mes- 
sages from King Khaled to the 
Iraqi leaders, the Kuw’ait News 
Agency said. 

INA reported earlier in the 
week that King Khaled sent a mes- 
sage to the Iraqi president ass- 
uring him of Saudi support “in 
Iraq's just war against the racist 
Iranians." 


Syrian exiles form 
anti-Assad alliance 

NEW YORK (R) — Exiled Syrian dissidents say they have formed 
an all i a n ce to overthrow the regime of President Hafez Al Assad. 

Former Baath Party General Secretary Hammoud AJ Shoufy. who ■ 
embarrassed the Assad government by defecting in December 1 979 
while Syria's U.N. ambassador, said the new “Alliance for the Lib- 
eration of Syria" was formed on March 11. 

At a news conference here, he said the alliance was composed of 
the fundamentalist Muslim Brotherhood, the Iraqi-backed faction of 
the Baath Party, the Syrian Islamic Front, the Arab Socialist Party, 
the Nasse rites and several independent politicians, including himself. 

He said the alliance was formed inside Syria by representatives of ‘ 
the various groups, but said that most of its seven-member ruling 
council were in exile. ^ 

Mr. Shoufy made his announcement a month after the Syrian army 
crushed Muslim fundamentalists in Hama, the country's fourth lar- 
■gest city, in the worst anti-government battles since President Assad 
.seized power in 1969. 

. The two major members of the alliance are the Brotherhood and 
the Baath Party faction. 

Mr. Shoufy refused to give details on the military or popular 
strength of the alliance, but said that it would coordinate future 
.actions against the Assad government. 

: He said the alliance represented for the first time a coalition of 
Islamic fundamentalists, Arab Socialists and all other groups ded- 
icated to overthrowing the Assad government and restoring Syria to 
multi-party democracy. 

Mr. Shoufy denied Syrian government assertions that opponents 
of the regime were receiving arjns from the Christian Falangists in 
Lebanon, who have a history links with Israel, and the United 
States. 

He added that the alliance was infiltrating the Syrian army, the 
.backbone of Mr. Assad's minority AJawite rule. 

Alawite Muslims make up less than 12 per cent of Syria's pop- 
ulation but hold almost all key posts m the army, government and the .

THE LATEST projects of soc- 
iology students at the University 
of Jordan have gone ahead to the 
accompaniment of applause and 
assistance from some members of 
the community — but with opp- 
osition and hindrance from others. 
The students set out early March 
on the construction of their second 
community centre, and started on 
yet a third one last week. An alm- 
ost fully functioning centre in Hai 
Nazzal is being followed by ano- 
ther in Hai Tafaileh — both in the 
poorer areas of Amman. The third 
will bring its benefits to the town 
of Suweileh. 

In addition to attending lec- 
tures. students enrolled in the 
three-credit hour Social Org- 
anisation and Development cou- 
rse. a requirement for sociology 
majors, are expected to put into 
field work a minimum of six hours 
a week plus all day Thursday. Dur- 
ing this time, they may get inv- 
olved in research in the particular 
community for which the project 
is planned, to formulate guidelines 
for its needs: and then they have to 
participate in the actual physical 
construction of the project, along 
with the collection of donations 
and contributions. All along, they 
involve the members of tbe com- 
munity as much as possible in all 
stages of the venture. 

The students' first community 
project of this kind was the con- 
struction of bus shelters in 1974, 
which took six months to com- 
plete. The Hai Nazzal community 
centre was started in 1977, and 
although major work on it took 
three years, the process of dev-' 
elo parent is still continuing. Now 
the planned community centres in 
Hai Tafaileh and Suweileh will 
cater for childrens' entertainment 
and general education, and for 
adult training and awareness. 

The initiator and prime mover 
behind all of these projects is Soc- 
iology Department Chairman and 
Professor of Sociology Sari Nasir, 
who spends as much time in the 
field as on campus. He outlined 
for the Jordan Times the aims of 
this field work: “ First of all. we try 
hard to provide an opportunity for 
the university to play a practical 
role in solving the various pro- 
blems of society.” 

“As for the students, we try to 
have them acquire first-hand exp- 
erience of the social problems of 
society and to develop a skill in 
order to be able to solve such pro- 
blems," Prof. Nasir said. He 
added that this experience will 
eventually train the student to 
take initiative and become a lea- 
der in his community, as well as to 
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The community centre complex at Hai Nazzal 

A continuous process of construction 


SINCE APRIL 21, 1977, when the first group of 
University of Jordan students arrived at the five- 
dunum site in Hai Nazzal to start clearing the land 
for a planned community centre, it has been a 
continuous process of construction and dev- 
elopment. The project was in effect operative on 
that first day, allowing the students the chance to 
contribute to the development of their own com- 
munity and to continuously interact with, and inv-* 
olve the entire neighbourhood. 

Tbe site is now bustling with purposeful activity 
for children and adults alike. Four buildings, eit- 
her donated or payed for by contributions from 
Amm an citizens, now house an office, a children's 
library, a clinic where a volunteer doctor is ava- 
ilable three days a week and a women’s activities 
room. A multi-purpose hall is used for film shows 
to school children, mothers and community mem- 
bers. These films usually cany an educational 
message, such as cleanliness or prenatal care. 

. In tbe open air, children enjoy the slides and 
swings made by engineering students at tbe uni- 
versity, a basketball/hand ball court, an aviary that 
now boasts two eagles in addition to its most rec- 
ent acquisitions of ducks, turkeys and pigeons. 
Moreover, an open air theatre allows the com- 
munity young people to exercise their theatrical 
talent. 

Activities for women include literacy classes 
and sewing and typing courses. A women's coo- 


perative society has also been formed to enc- 
ourage women to produce embroidered dresses, 
for example, and to sell the items either through 
holding bazaars or by approaching other org- 
anisations. Attempts are being made at the mom- 
ent to market the products abroad. Lectures for 
women on educational and health topics, as well 
as educational and entertainment trips, are also 
being organised. 

Prof. Nasir, emphasising the continuous dev- 
elopment involved in such projects, expressed the 
need at the centre for a centrally heated gre- 
enhouse to train the students in agriculture and 
the production of house plants, flowers and veg- 
etables. 

Tbe centre is now run by two graduates of the 
university, who were formerly involved as stu- 
dents in the contraction of the centre. They are 
now fully employed as administrators, and their 
salaries are paid by the Mayor of Amman. 

Members of tbe community are now being tra- 
ined to qualify for administration work at the cen- 
tre. One girl, studying at the Jordanian Institute of 
Social Work at the moment, will eventually go 
abroad to specialise while a young man, who has 
already graduated from the institute, is now stu- 
dying social work in Chicago and plans to come 
back for an administrative job at tbe centre. He 
used to be a labourer who voluntarily joined the 
students in their work. 


convince others to join in vol- 
untary work. 

Prof. Nasir's personal aim, 
however, is to get first-hand kno- 
wledge of what he called “the var- 


iables that are at play in the area of 
social development We know 
very little about the impediments 
that stand in the way of progress in 
our society. There is research of 


this in other societies but not our 
own. This is an ed ucation for me 
The projects sometimes enc- 
ounter serious opposition. Stu- 
dents had stones thrown at them 


when they First started work in Hai 
Nazzal. and received threatening 
phone calls once they arrived with 
their picks and shovels on the site 
in Hai Tafaileh. Prof. Nasir said 
this indicates that planned change 
in our society is seen as being sus- 
pect. and is met with resentment. 

He elaborated by saving that 
“our society is agricultural, tra- 
ditional and going through a tra- 
nsitional period into an industrial 
one.'' Most people do not und- 
erstand this process of change nor 
the direction towards which it is 
moving, “so they fight any pla- 
nned change because they feel 
that their traditional attitudes and 
value system are being thr- 
eatened.” he added. 

He gave the example of the Hai 
Nazzal residents who would not 
send their children to the centre 
because of the mixing of sexes. “It 
is against everything they're used 
to," he observed. He added how- 
ever. that now rhe people are coo- 
perating and show no resentment 
and that the centre is increasingly 
playing a role in meeting the needs 
of the community. 

Most important for the uni- 
versity’ is that all the problems that 
come up during these projects 
become part and parcel of what is 
needed to enhance the students' 
understanding and of social issues 
and means of coping with them. 
“These projects are means to edu- 
cate our students." Prof. Nassir 
said. As a result of this work a 
centre evolves that will meet the 
needs of the people, he added. 
"We try to help the community to 
help itself. We are not social wor- 
kers. If some do not cooperate, we 
try to understand why and we try 
to persuade them. But if they do 
not respond, we move to other 
places. In the meantime, the stu- 
dents are learning from all parties 
as to the reasons for the different 
attitudes towards such dev- 
elopment projects." 

In choosing a site, the university , 
works closely with the mun-' 
icipality to find a vacant lot. Prof. 
Nasir here emphasised the vital ' 
role played by Mr. Isam Ajkmni in 
his capacity as mayor of Amman 
and formerly as cabinet member 
or university instructor. “He has 
always been extremely helpful," 
Prof. Nasir said. 


In choosing the area, priority is 
gjven to poorer communities, 
"because we learn more and they 
need (the benefits) more,” he 
said. He gave as an example Hai 
Tafaileb where it is “normal" for a 
family to have 15 or 16 children. 
“ In fact we were told that two fam- 
ilies have 24 children each. Most 
of these children are playing in tbe 
street. They need care and ins- 
truction,” Prot Nasir said.

Economic protocol signed 

Jordan, Turkey 
to increase trade 

AMMAN (Petra) — A protocol for devetoping trade and economic 
cooperation between Turkey and Jordan was signed at the Ministry 
of Industry and Trade Saturday. 

Under the protocol, Turkey wfll raise its imports of Jordanian 
phosphate to 600,000 tonnes annually starting this year and through 
1984. Jordan will in return purchase 75,000 tonnes of wheat and 
50.000 tonnes of barley this year along with red lentils meat and 
other cereals. 

The two countries will also cooperate in establishing trade centres 
in each other s capitals to promote trade, and the Turkish consumer 
cooperation will supply Jordanian consumer corporations with their 
needs of various commodities, according to the protocol. 

In accordance with the protocol, which was signed by Minister of 
Industry and Trade Walid Asfour and Turkish’ Minister of Trade 
Kemal Canturk. the two countries will launch joint ventures and will 
cooperate in construction work, industry, agriculture and irrigation. 

The Jordanian side handed the Turkish side a draft agreement on 
labour-related affairs to be studied before it is signed by both cou- 
ntries. The protocol, which resulted from talks held during the past 
few days, also has a provision (or cooperation in land and maritime 
transport and for cooperation in planning, the exchange of expertise 
in phosphates and chemical fertilisers, solar power and industrial 
research and chemical technology. Both sides agreed to hold a mee- 
ting of the Jordanian-Turkish joint committee in Ankara in the 
second quarter of next year. 

Later Saturday. Mr. Canturk and his delegation left Amman for 
home after their week-long visit to Jordan. 

New inflation control steps 
on the way, minister says 



AMMAN (Petra) — Minister of - 
Supply Ibrahim Ayyoub Saturday 
expressed the govern ment's con- 
cern with controlling the rise in- 
prices, and announced that his 
ministry is conducting careful stu- 
dies aimed at reducing commodity 
prices on a fair basis. 

Speaking at a meeting of min- 
istry officials and directors of sup- 
ply departments in various gov- 
emorates, Mr. Ayyoub said the 
government will soon issue a law 
on deceptive business practices 
whkh will deal with cases not cov- 
ered by the existing supply law. 
The Ministry of Supply will exp- 
and its services, he added. It will 
give more protection to con- 
sumers against illegal profiteering 
by merchants and rampant price 
rises of various consumer com- 
modities, whkh so far have not 
been controlled by any reg- 


ulations, he said. 

New Aqaba crane 

Mr. Ayyoub also announced 
that technkal commirtees have 
been set up ro supervise the ins- 
tallation of a third gantry crane 
near the Aqaba grain silos fol- 
lowing the completion of a project 
now under way for expanding the 
silos. The silos' total capacity is 
being raised to 150.000 tonnes. 

Mr. Ayyoub requested all pro- 
ducers to abide by the gov- 
ernment's defence orders con- 
cerning prices, and to refer to the 
Ministry of Supply before emb- 
arking on the production of any 
commodity that has not yet been 
covered by defence orders. He 
also announced the formation of a. 
special committee to ensure that 
producers adhere to the ministry's 
regulations.

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The price rises 


WE ARE once again amazed by tbe ethical shabbiness of the 
United States in vetoing the Security Council resolution con- 
demning Israel's latest round of repression in the occupied ter- 
ritories. The American delegate told the council that the United 
States would have preferred a resolution which expressed, in a 
non -condemnatory way. the council's great concern about recent 
tragic events in the area. He added: “Instead, the resolution we 
were called on to vote on uses strongly denunciatory language and 
does not take into account the complexity of the problem." 

He is, of course, correct. Because to take into account the " full 
complexity" of the problem in the Middle East, the resolution 
would have had to include a major addendum cataloguing the 
stream of disgraceful and duplicitous actions by the government 
of the United States of America vis-a-vis the Palestine issue. The 
inventory of American shame is enormous, and grows with every 
action such as the veto this week. If the capacity of the United 
States to engage in self-deception is unlimited, the patience of tbe 
rest of the world is not. At some point, and that point comes 
nearer every day. the people and governments of the Arab World 
will institute a system of accountability by which America's exe- 
rcise of moral frailty can only come at a steep price. Sometime, 
and perhaps sometime soon,the people and government of the 
United States will have to account for their actions. It will not be 
enough, when that time comes , to recite clauses from the Ame- 
rican constitution or to point agitated child fingers at Afghanistan 
and Poland and Nicaragua. The root of the present stalemate that 
every day generates virulent anti-Americanism in the hearts of 
150 million Arabs is the conscious ability of the American gov- 
ernment to bow to the political prowess of organised Zionist 
-political pressure. We have seen it again this week at the Security 
Council, and we are saddened yet again by the spectacle of a 
democratic system horribly distorted and manipulated by the 
forces of fear and militarism. The longer such a spectacle con- 
tinues. the higher the price that will have to be paid one day when 
America is shocked out of its stupor.

Bureaucratisation It 


By Dr. Zaki M. Ayoubi 


Tbe trend towards increasing 
specialisation through an acc- 
elerated division of labour has 
started in Jordan society. It will 
expand relentlessly in all act- 
ivities and professions. Once a 
productive process is sta- 
ndardised, it becomes possible 
to break It down into its ele- 
mentary parts. Individuals in 
society are then assigned only to 
minute segments of tbe pro- 
ductive process. 

The reason for this trend is 
that we are discovering past the 
validity of propositions exp- 
anded earlier by Adam Smith 
and Max Weber which linked 
efficiency in production to div- 
ision of labour. In industry, 
governmental departments. 


trade, services, engineering 
and medicine, earlier gen- 
erations of generalists are being 
replaced by specialists. The 
more Jordanian society puts 
emphasis on productivity, tbe 
more it will promote spe- 
cialisation of its manpower. 


The impact of specialisation 
on tbe individual level is double 
pronged. It makes him feel in 
command of a very limited act- 
ivity, it isolates him and it 
makes him Teel vulnerable and 
dependent on scores of other 
people for his daily living. Ind- 
eed, tbe self sufficiency of the 
family unit in tbe desert and 
rural areas is being broken. 
Urban and rural people are 


becoming more int- 
erdependent. The productive 
capability of society as a whole 
increases, but ^ individual's 
self esteem diminishes. He bec- 
omes a small cog in a very large 
and complex machine. His 
range of decision making pow« 
ers becomes narrower and nar- 
rower. His freedom of action is 
traded for material imp- 
rovement in his living con- 
ditions. He has to act in har- 
mony, consciously and unc- 
onsciously, with hundreds of 
thousands of others in order for 
the social system to operate. 

The social processes of sta- 
ndardisation and specialisation 
can operate only with an inc- 
reasing degree of formalisation. 


The most obvious manifestation 
or formalisation in the social 
system is the use of written 
forms and documents. Many 
citizens, who emigrate from the 
raral to urban areas are exa- 
sperated with the seemingly 
endless number of forms and 
documents that they have to 13), 
to revive and to process. There 
has been popular plays that ref- 
lect the comic but bitter feelings 
of many people towards that the 
files that accumulate in tbe pro- 
cess of obtaining required doc- 
uments from bureaucratic org- 
anisations. It is this phe- 
nomenon which gave bur- 
eaucracy a bad name in Jordan 
and other developing countries. 
Formalisation is an inevitable 


dimension of bureaucracies. 
But hs misuse defeats the very 
aim of a bureaucratic org- 
anisation: efficiency: 


A bureaucracy, in tbe proper 
use of the term, is tbe most eff- 
icient form of organisation. 
One of tbe main challenges of 
the next two decades wiU be for 
our society to provide a suf- 
ficient number of professional 
managers capable of creating 
and managing bureaucratic 
organisations with the adequate 
mix of standardisation, spe- 
cialisation «nd formalisation. It 
is these organisations that will 
determine Jordan’s socio- 
economic outlook as it meets the 
21st century. 
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Impatience grows within PLO over Israeli excesses 

DFLP impatient

BEIRUT — The Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) has 
temporarily abandoned guerrilla 
attacks for diplomacy in a cam- 
paign to back up Arab protests in 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 

PLO officials in Beirut say their 
leaders have decided that com- 
mando raids now would achieve 
nothing militarily and would only 
enable Israel to present the Pal- 
estinians to the world as terrorists. 

PLO officials say the org- 
anisation's mainstream believes 
nothing can win more sympathy 
for the PLO than highly- 
publicised clashes between una- 
rmed Palestinian teenagers thr- 
owing stones and Israeli soldiers 
firing tear gas and bullets. 

Five Palestinians have been 
shot dead by Israelis since violent 
disturbances started in the West 
Bank and Gaza 1 0 days ago in pro- 
test at the dismissal of the elected 
mayor of El-Bireh. 

PLO officials believe guerrilla 
attacks would give Israel an ideal 
pretext to strike at Palestinian 
bases in south Lebanon, where a 
ceasefire has been in force for 
eight months. 


The Palestinians say they would 
welcome a new round of fighting 
but are determined that if it hap- 
pens. the Israelis should be clearly 
seen to be responsible. 

The officials said the PLO 
would do all it could to give moral 
support to the protesters and to 
muster international sympathy for 
the Palestinians. 


So far tbe PLO has called for an 
emergency meeting of Arab for- 
eign ministers and, acting with 
Syria, has initiated a debate on the 
protests in the U.N. Security Cou- 
ncD. 


Palestinian sources said 
strongly-worded PLO statements 
on the incidents were aimed at 
convincing people in the West 
Bank and Gaza that they were not 
alone. 


PLO leader Yasser Arafat said 
in one emotional message of sup- 
port: “blessed is every drop of 
pure blood which has perfumed 
the soil of the homeland..." 

Some ordinary Palestinians 
appear frustrated that they cannot 
do more, despite all the resources 
of 20,000 guerrilla fighters in 
Lebanon backed by a sop- 
histicated political and pro- 
paganda machine. 


“All we can do is sit on tbe tou- 
chline and cheer." one said. Some 
radical elements within the PLO 
are also c hafin g at the decision of 
the mainstream to stick to dip- 
lomacy. 

Yasser Abed Rabbo, deputy 
leaderof the Democratic Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine 
(DFLP). said: “our fighters in the 
South (of Lebanon) and on all 
fronts cannot remain observers 
while their people are being sla- 
ughtered." 

The DFLP is one of eight gue- 
rrilla groups in the PLO. which is 
'dominated by Mr. Arafat's unit 
Fatah. 

In another apparent sign of 
impatience, tbe DFLP last week 
claimed responsibility for a gre- 
nade attack in the Gaza Strip in 
which an Israeli sergeant died and 
three soldiers were wounded. 

The statement, potentially exp- 
losive because it could have been 
used by Israel as a pretext to strike 
at the guerrillas, caused confusion 
and anger in other parts of the 
PLO. 

PLO officials described the 
claim as stupid. One Palestinian in 
Gaza throwing a grenade could 
not be presented as a planned gue- 
rrilla operation, they said. 


Some Palestinians hope to 
make new political gain s in the 
wake of the disturbances. They 
said almost any hardline action by 
Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin would play into PLO hands. 
Annexation of tbe West Bank or 
the Gaza Strip, attacks into south 
Lebanon, or any delay in Israel’s 
planned withdrawal from the Sinai 
desert next month could all be 
turned to advantage by Pal- 
estinians they believe. 

They also concede that the 
Egyptian-Israeli peace agr- 
eements and the 18-month Gulf 


War between Iraq and Iran have 
dealt heavy blow to the Pal- 
estinians. 

The Gulf war has diverted the 
attention and the petrodollars of 
Saudi Arabia and tbe Gulf oil sta- 
tes and has split the Arab world 
into pro- and anti-Iraqi camps, 
making agreement on a joint stand 
against Israel virtually impossible. 

The PLO lacks a strategy for the 
coming months, officials say, and 
is waiting to see if Israel withdraws 
from Sinai and, if so. whether 
Egypt attends a subsequent Arab 
summit.

What now U.N? 


AL RA'fc The United Nations 
Security Council has once 
again met to discuss the Israeli 
acts of aggression against .Arab 
citizens and Israel's arbitrary 
measures against a number of 
Municipal Councils in the occ- 
upied Arab territories. Even if 
Jordan's draft resolution sub- 
mitted to the Security Council 
denouncing these Israeli pra- 
ctices were approved, this app- 
roval of the resolution would 
not be adequate unless Israel 
carried it out. 

In light of Israel's int- 


ransigent and shameful stands 
towards the United Nations 
and its resolutions, it is dou- 
btful whether Israel would’ 
have changed its anitude. The-* 
refore the U.N. Security Cou- 
ncil should shoulder its res- 
ponsibilities by adopting mea- 
sures capable of making Israel 
comply with its resolutions. 

The U.N. Security Council's 
behaviour in this matter has 
surely showed that the tra- 
ditional U.S. bias towards Isr- 
ael is still the same. 

No matter what the result of . 
the U.N. Security Council del- 
iberations was. the fact remains 


that the Arabs should not have 
pinned much hope on it, bec- 
ause it was only a wish to see 
the Council practicing its res- 
ponsibilities towards the det- 
eriorating situation in the West 
Bank. Gaza and tbe Golan 
Heights. The Arab standpoint 
will be responsible for the way 
the U.N. Security Council beh- 
aves. The Arabs must establish 
a strong and united stand cap- 
able of confronting the cha- 
llenge before they could expect 
others to act in support of their 
interests. 


Vague Haig 


AL DUSTOUR: The United 
States still proceeds with its 
encouragement of Israel to att- 
ack the Arab Nation. It still 
keeps silent on the crimes and 
arts of repression being pra- 
ctised by tbe Israeli occupation 
authorities against the una- 
rmed Arab inhabitants of the 
occupied West Bank and Gaza. 
U.S. Secretary of State Ale-

Yamani’s prediction comes true 

Oil prices on Rotterdam 
spot market go up 


LONDON (R) — Oil prices on the Rotterdam free market, 
barometer of oil pricing trends, strengthened slightly this week 
after falling steadily for some months, traders said. 

OD companies in Switzerland, which buys all its oS on the 
free market, rased petrol prices as a result. 


Traders said that, typically. 
North Sea crude was valued in the 
spot market at $ 3 1 -3 1 .50 a barrel 
compared with 29-29.25 on Mon- 
day. 

Market, analysts said the tur- 
naround could be a first sign that 
Saudi OQ Minister Ahmad Zaki 
Ya mani is right in saying the world 
oQ glut is temporary' and that it 
makes sense for Saudi Arabia and 
the rest of the Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) to try to defend current 
prices. 

Most world oil trades under 
long-term contract, at prices gov- 
erned by an OPEC reference price 
of $34 for a barrel of Saudi Ara- 


bian light crude. But sellers unl- 
oad surplus volumes on the spot 
market, where buyers make up 
shortages on contract volumes, so 
that spot prices are a pointer to 
long-term tend. 

Rotterdam spot oil traders did 
not share the view -that the rec- 
overy in spot prices had any lasting 
significance. They said they exp- 
ected a price decline to resume 
soon. 

The steadying was chiefly a res- 
ult of speculation that the United 
States might impose crude oil 
import duties and of attempts by 
major trading companies to push 
up prices by withholding supplies, 
the traders said. 


No new role for gold in monetary system 


WASHINGTON— The U.S. Gold Commission, fol- 
lowing months of study and nine separate meetings, 
issued a final report reflecting the majority's con- 
clusion that an increased role for gold in domestic and 
international policy would not be helpful at this time. 

However, the commission's final report — sent to 
Congress March 31 — recommends the issuance of 
old bullion coins. The coins would not have legal 
tender status but would be exempt from capital gains 
or sales taxes. 

The general content of the recommendations was 
already known from discussions and votes in public 
meetings of the commission. Release of the report, 
however, makes the recommendations official. 

Donald Reagan. Secretary of the Treasury and 
chairman of the Gold Commission, told reporters 
after release of the report that the majority of the 
commission felt that “under present circumstances, 
restoring a gold standard does not appear to be a 
fruitful method for dealing with the continuing pro- 
blem of inflation." 

“In Internationa] policy," he added, “the majority 


concluded that it favoured no change in the use of 
gold in the operation of present exchange rate arr- 
angements." 

The Treasury Secretary emphasised that the dec- 
ision to recommend treasury issuance of gold bullion 
coins “should not be interpreted as a more toward a 
dual monetary system." 

He explained that calling any new gold treasury 
issuance a “com" would give it more selling appeal 
that the existing U.S. gold medallions, which have not 
sold particularly well. 

The commission also examined broader issues of 
monetary policy. In this regard, Mr. Reagan said, the 
commission upheld the position of the administration 
and the Federal Reserve — the U.S. central bank — 
that money growth should remain slow and steady. 

The report advocated further study of monetary- 
policy. including consideration of proposals for a 
“monetary rule" — a legislative requirement that the 
monetary authorities adhere to a predetermined per- 
centage rate of monetary growth regardless of dev- 
elopments in the economy. 


Japan plans to produce thinking, talking computer in 10 years

Ever since the dawn of the computer age, electronics eng- 
ineers have dreamed of designing an “intelligent" machine 
endowed with human characteristics such as the powers of 
reasoning and speech. During the next decade. Japan hopes to 
turn that dream into a reality. 


OPEC has threatened sanctions 
against major oil companies which 

persist in trying to compel 
revenue-starved Nigeria, OPEC s 
most vulnerable member, to lower 
the contract price for its oil. which 
is of North Sea quality, from 
$35.50 a barrel closer to pre- 
vailing spot levels.

The Saudis say such companies 
as the Anglo-Dutch Shell group 
and the U.S. Gulf Oil Cor- 
poration. now involved in delicate" 
negotiations with Nigeria, will 
face OPEC sanctions if they con- 
tinue to insist that Nigeria cut its 
price. 

Sheikh Yamani said in London 
on Wednesday it would be unfair 
to exact a temporary price red- 
uction from Nigeria. 


The vehicle is a government- 
sponsored project to develop what 
is known as the Fifth Generation 
Computer. It is a key element in a 
strategy to capture the lead in hig- 
hly sophisticated knowledge pro- 
cessing systems which, many exp- 
erts believe, will cam- into the 
21st-century the industrial and 
economic revolution triggered off 
by the microchip. 

“The Fifth Generation Com- 
puter will be the space shuttle of 
human knowledge." according to 
Prof. Tohru Moiooka of Tokyo 
University, the project leader. “It 
will give mankind access to val- 
uable new economic resources. It 
will be extremely versatile and will 
be sold on a commercial basis." 

That Japan should be aiming for 
such ambitious goals is a powerful 
demonstration of the self- 
confidence generated by its recent 
spectacular successes in ele- 
ctronics manufacturing. 

To the chagrin of the Ame- 
ricans. Japanese manufacturers 
have captured about two-thirds of 
the market for the memories. 
64-K RAMs. which store P5.0U0 
bits of information on a sliver ot 
silicon. 

But Japan's Ministry of Int- 
ernational Trade and Industn- 
(MITI) believes that more must be 
done. As well as funding the initial 
work on the Fifth Generation 
Computer — which may eve- 
ntually cost as much as $450 mil- 
lion to develop — it is stepping up 
spending on research into basic 
technologies, which may start to 
yield results only in the 1990s or 
beyond. 

The stated aim is to equip Japan 
with the resources needed to sec- 
ure its technological ind- 
ependence from the West and to 
establish its credentials as a centre 


of genuine innovation. 

The image of Japan as a nation 
of slavish imitators, popular even 
a decade ago. is clearly no longer 
true. One measure is the sharp rise 
in the number of Japanese patents 
registered abroad: In the U.S. 
alone it trebled between 1966 and 
1976 to more than 25.000. But 
Japan's strength has lain pre- 
dominantly in making incremental 
advances in technologies which 
were already proven — not in inv- 
enting wholly new ones. 

Many J apanese experts are con- 
cerned that without firmer und- 
erpinnings, their country's future 
technological development may 
be blown off-course. “We must 
take imaginative breakthroughs." 
says Prof. Shoji Tanaka of Tokyo 
University, who headed the 
MITI-funded programme to help 
Japan catch up in micro- 
electronics in the late 1970s. 
“Otherwise I fear that the Ame- 
ricans may make new discoveries 
which will surprise us." 

Ironically, however, it is widely 
conceded that the Fifth Gen- 
eration Computer project will not 
be achieved without Western help 
— and approval. 

With surprising diffidence. Dr. 
Kazuhiro Fuehi. a senior scientist 
with the Agency of Industrial Sci- 
ence and Technology (A1ST) — 
MITl’s research and development 
arm -- admits: “It would be fatal 
for us if Western experts told us 
that the project was not aimed in 
the right direction." 

This need for reassurance stems 
not only from the fact that the pro- 
ject is by far grandest and most 
expensive of its type anywhere in 
the world. It also reflects an acme 
awareness that Japan is relatively 
weak in writing software, or pro- 
gramming. And it is in the field of 


software that the real bre- 
akthroughs will have to be made if 
the Fifth Generation Computer is 
to succeed. 

Like Thomas Edison's def- 
inition of genius, writing software 
is 99 per cent perspiration and 1 
per cent inspiration. The skills it 
requires are quite distinct from 
those needed to build the com- 
puter itself — as different as the 
manufacture of television sets is 
from making the broadcasts to 
screen on them. 

Japan is investing heavily in try- 
ing to increase productiv icy in sof- 
tware design to the levels. which it 
has achieved in industrial pro- 
duction. But it has yet to display 
the capacity for conceptual orig- 
inaJiry and intuitive brilliance of 
the verv best programmers in the 
West. 

Last October. MITI made its 
first bid to attract international 
co-operation in developing the 
Fifth Generation Computer. It 
invited experts from government, 
the academic world and industry 
in the U.S. and Europe to a con- 
ference in Tokyo at which it unv- 
eiled its thinking in detail for the 
first time. 

The aim of the project is to dev - 
§lop by 1 991 a working prototype 
which would form the basis for 
large-scale production of mac- 
hines able to perform tasks which 
at present can only be done thr- 
ough the intervention of human 
beings. Typically, these miaht inc- 
lude: 

* Automatic language tra- 
nslation. This is a particularly high 
priority for the Japanese, whose 
own language is notoriously com- 
plex. 

* Document preparation, using 
typewriters which would convert 
human speech directly into the 
printed word. 

* Professional consultation. By- 
transferring to the machine some 
of the expertise of. say. a medical 
specialist, the machines could be 
used to question patients and help 
diagnose illnesses. 

* Decision-taking. Today's 
computers can process vast amo- 


unts of data at high speeds but are 
almost incapable of using them to 
form reasoned judgments. One 
objective set for the Fifth Gen- 
eration Computer is to give ii 
powers of inference which would 
enable it to assemble a mass of 
information into a coherent log- 
ical sequence and draw con- 
clusions from it. 

Bui to reign delegates who had 
expected a clear blueprint for such 
a machine to be revealed at the 
conference were disappointed, 
(stead, it was presented as a set of 
separate, though related, con- 
cepts. To realise them would dep- 
end on important advances being 
made in fields including the “arc- 
hitecture" or internal design of 
computers, the special languages 
needed to programme them. Flic 
structure of electronic data bases 
_ in which information is stored and 
techniques enabling computers to 
recognise patterns of human spe- 
ech. 

Western research teams, not- 
ably in the U.S. and Britain, have 
beenbeaveringuwayauhese pro- 
blems for some years. Though the 
fruits of their labours arc starting 
to appear commercially — for 
example in computers which can 
respond to a election of spoken 
instructions — most believe that 
the ten-year timetable set for the 
Fifth Generation Computer is too 
short. 

“ ifs extremely ambitious." says 
Prof. Brian Randell of England's 
Newcastle University, who att- 
ended the conference. “But the 
Japanese have a track record of 
undertaking projects whose ult- 
imate goals are not reached but 
which are nevertheless tre- 
mendously successful from an 
industrial and commercial point of 
view." 

Whether or not it reaches its 
intended destination — and some 
Western expens think that it may 
change course several times — the 
idea of riding on Japan's computer 
"space shuttle" has aroused exc- 
itement overseas, particularly in 
Britain. The government is now- 
considering ways of arranging 
II.

‘Win, Place or Steal’: The great race-track rip-off 


FORECAST FOR SUNDAY, APR. 4, 1982 


By Frank Durham 


A-BURLY. RUGGED tousltf- 
baxred mo vie -maker has produced 
a 'film that will make "The Sting" 
look like a schoolboy prank. 

For Frank Casino's film telb the 
true story of how he ripped a 
race-track off tor a fortune... ‘by 
printing his own winning tickets. 
He used the track's own tote mac- 
hine. ink and paper. 

In a caper planned as met- 
iculously as the D-Day landings, 
he broke inro the track four times 
to gather his materials. Even 
today he isn't prepared to say just 
how much he scooped. 

But 4] -year-old Casino wears 
enough valuables to fill a jew- 
eller's window, lives on the Cal- 
ifornian coast and owns a ranch in 
Arizona. 

The sioiy of the movie "Win, 
Place or Steal” is the story of how 
Frank and his friends made the 
punter's dream come true. They 
had a racing system that couldn't 
lose. 

Not until somebody blundered, 
that is. Then Frank had a trick left 
up his sleeve that let them all walk 
out of jail free men. 

Sitting in the dining-room of 
Hollywood's trendy Westwood 
Marquis Hotel Frank told me 
..vow he had made criminal history. 
And he showed me photostats of 
police records to prove it. 

Here is how they palled off the 
. Great Race Track Caper... 

• First.- Frank picked his target. 
He decided on Santa Anita track, 
in California, as he had lost a for- 
tune there. Then he began nine 
months of research and planning. 

Frank told me: "Our object was 
to do exactly what the track did — 
make winning tickets. We went 
into the racing business for our- 
selves. 

"I felt we were trying to get 
even tor every guy who ever lost 
two bucks at the track and every 
little, old lady who ever tost a bet- 
through a bookie.” 

.. Frank .thought big. Who would . 
ever suspect tickets printetffeyone 
of Santa Anita's own totaUsator- 
machines? The best thing to do 
was to steal one. 

• But before the big raid, there 
was some finicky, detailed work to 
do. Every ticket carried a printed 
code of figures, letters and sym- 
bols. This was decided on just bef- 
ore each race. 

Frank's team spent months pic- 
king up used tickets and cutting 
out the symbols. They made these 
into metal type and filed them car- 
efully away against the day they 
could be fed into the stolen tote 
machine. 

‘Casing the joint’ 

Chuckling, Frank toyed with his 
salad. He said: "Then we cased 
the track for a long time, watching 
their security." The plans for ste- 
aling the machine were drawn up

and put into operation. 

He said: " We started doing a tot 
of jogging at night, running round 
the outside of the track and wea- 
ring dark blue outfits. People got 
used to seeing us there. 

"The night we hit the track, we 
went in through a conveniently- 
made big old dent in the fence. We 
ran 200 yards along inside the 
fence and then down a tunnel. It 
was so echoey there you could 
hear your heart beating. 

“We came out and crossed the' 
in-field and ran up to some betting 
windows. 1 knew the machines 
would be there, so we gpt in thr- 
ough a window. 

[ Big decisions I 

“Inside, there were 20 mac- 
hines in a row. I knew the guard 
came in every so often, so I gam- 
bled on him shining his flashlight 
on the first machine only. So we 
decided to take the last in the 
row.” 

Frank and bis two friends then 
had a big decision to make. The 
machines were all plugged into a 
central electricity point. If they 
broke the connection, would it set 
off an alarm? 

He went on:" 1 finally said, 'Do 
it — we'll worry about it later.* We 
pulled out the plug... and nothing 
happeaed: But I was worried that 
there could be a silent alarm and 
that the police would soon be all 
over the track. 

"We found h heavy going, as 
the machine weighed 300 lb. We 
had a bit of an argument in the 
middle of ( the track because we 
thoughtone of the guys wasn't pul- 
ling his- weight. . 

"In the tunnel the noise was 
unbelievable. Then, when we got 
to the fence, we couldn't get the 
machine through the hole. Som- 
ebody volunteered to go outside 
and catch it as we pushed it over. 

"But h was so heavy, he cou- 
ldn't hold it. It toll on his chest and 
nearly killed him. Finally, we str- 
uggled with the machine and went ' 
to put it in the boot of the car... 
forgetting that this would switch a 
light on.” 

The three raiders finally put the 
tote machine in the car’s back seat 
and drove it, covered by ablanket. 
to Frank's home. 

They smuggled it past his nosey 
landlady, bolding a party by the 
swimming pool, by passing the 
bundle off as “a new T.V. set”. 

. Then... disaster. Frank recalled: 
"I suddenly remembered that, 
when we were fiddling about at 
the track with the plug, one of the 
guys took a glove off Naturally, 
we were all wearing them on the 
raid. 

“So I insisted that we went str- 
aight back to Santa Anita, broke 
badk into the track and wiped the 
place clean of fingerprints.” 

Frank’s team adapted the mac- 
hine so that it could be cranked by 
hand. And they robbed the track

Now everything matched per- 
fectly. The tickets would took just 
like the genuine thing. They were 
ready tor the rip-off. 

How the system worked 

Frank explained: "I would buy; 
/a ticket before each race and hand 
it to a guy on a. motor-cycle. He 
would take it to another guy in a 
big yellow rental van, parked in 
thq track parking lot. 

"Inside the -van was the tote 
machine. The man would set up 
.the code, copying the one on the 
ticket I had just bought. Then he 
would watch with a pair of bin- 
oculars for me to hold up the 
number of fingers for the winning' 
horse. 

"He would feed that into the 
machine, with the number of the 
race and the .name of the track. 
Then the guy would produce a 
couple of hundred winning two- 
do liar tickets. 

“These were handed to the guy 
on the motor-cycle, who would 
give them over the fence to me. I 
hired six other men to cash in the 
tickets and gave them 25 per cent 
of the take.” 


cop in the film about 
or Steal. 

Frank laughed: “We’d be sta- 
nding in line at the windows with 
aO the people who had bought 
winning tickets. There was no way 
anyone could tell ours were cou- 
nterfeit. 

“The amazing thing was... they 
never knew we had their mac- 
hine.” 

It looked as though the sweet 
life would go on for ever. Every 
race-track in America had the 
same kind of totalisator machine 
and Frank and his friends planned 
to move on to the Kentucky 
Derby. 

The fatal slip 

Then came one mistake... and 
the whole thing blew up in their' 
faces. Frank said: "We had all 
been partying a tot because the 
whole thing was a success. We 
-were really having a lot of fun. 

“The guy in the van was loaded 
one day. He fed the right code into 
the machine but printed the tic- 
kets with the wrong race number." 

As soon as the gang realised 
that the tickets were wrong, they 
dropped them on the floor and 
raced, home. There they drank 
some more, and decided to- go

back to the track for a last big 
coup. 

But, meanwhile, people had 
been picking up the tickets the 
crooks has dropped and were try- 
ing to cash them rn. One after ano- 
ther. the phoney tickets were spo- 
tted and the men locked up. 

Trap is set 

The track officials checked the 
number of the machine issuing the 
tickets and found it listed as "out 
of use”. They warned each win- 
dow to watch for the suspect num- 
ber. 

Frank and the yellow van ret- 
urned, anticipating another kil- 
ling But the trap was laid for 1 
them. 1 

Frank went to cash in his first 
"winning tickets" and suddenly 
knew- something was wrong. He 
said: “The next thing 1 knew all- 
hell broke loose. 

“All these bells and sirens went 
off. I took off at the run with allthe 
security guards after me... and 
everybody under the sun. I was 
knocking people over. 

“They finally just tackled me. 
carried me away like a log and put 
me in a cage. I tried to get rid of 50 
rickets I had in a pocket but they 
caught me and' said. 'This is the 

guy ' ’ 

An ace up the sleeve 

Two more of the gang joined 
Frank in the cage. They knew their 
friends who had got away would ' 
send their lawyer — Fast Sam 
from Beverly HiUs. 

When Sam -- real name Sam* 


Feldnan — arrived. Frank told 
him that the police didn't realise 
that they had stolen a- tote mac- 
hine that could be used on any 
track in the country. They thought 
the tickets were turned out on a 
printing machine. Armed with this 
knowledge. Fast Sam an-anged an 
amnesty for the three men. in exc- 
hange for the machine. They wal- 
ked out free men... and went on a 
series of parties in Las Vegas. 

Now the race tracks have scr- 
apped the machines and use com- 
puters. Not that Frank would try a 
caper like that again. For his fife 
has changed dramatically. 
Reversed roles 

He told me: "I've given up dri- 
nking, I've given up using drugs 
-and I've become a Christian. 1 
work in places for drug addicts and 
I give t alks in prisons. 

"My message is, 'You. too, can 
change as I've done. Just clean up 
your act'.” 

Now Frank's incredible story 
has been made into a film, with 
actors McLean Stevenson. Dean 
Stockwell, Russ Tamblyn and 
Alex Karras. Frank plays the part 
of the cop who caught him in the 
original caper. 

Frank, the man who pulled off 
one of the biggest coups in the his- 
tory of betting, won't be making a 
second fortune for himself. 

He told me: "I want to use the 
money from the film to build on 
my ranch, in Arizona. 1 want to 
turn it into a place for kids who 
have problems."... another ama- 
zing twist in the Frank Casino 
story.

not too rosy. Since he had : 
only six fast tricks, he would 
have to develop the heart 
suit for three tricks to make 
his game. 

The technically correct 
way to play hearts for three 
tricks would be to lead twice 
.from dummy toward the clos j 
- ed hand. If East held the ace 
of hearts and the suit divided 
evenly, three tricks would be | 
there for the taking. Bl»t ' 
declarer rejected this line 
out of hand. Why? 

If East held the ace of 
hearts, the contract was 
doomed. He could simply win 
the ace of hearts and lead a 
diamond through declarer’s 
king, and the defenders 
would score at least enough 
tricks for a one-trick set. 
perhaps more. But there was 
another line that might suc- 
ceed. Can you spot it? 

If East held both the jack 
and ten of hearts, declarer 
could pick up the suit with 
repeat finesses! At trick two. 
declarer crossed to the jack 
of spades and led the eight of 
hearts. East played low and 
declarer ran the eight! When 
this drove the ace, there 
were still more than enough 
entries for declarer to get 
back to dummy to take two 
more finesses against East’s 
jack-ten of hearts. Declarer 
brought home his contract 
because he was intelligent*

W AS HINGTON ( R ) — President 
Reagan urged Americans anew 
Saturday to give his economic 
programme more time to bring rhe 
nation out of a recession in which 
unemployment is at its highest 
level since World War Two. 

In a brief radio address to the 
nation. Mr. Reagan noted that 
figures released Friday showed 
unemployment rose to nine per 
cent last month with nearly 10 mil- 
lion people out of work. 

“We can, however, take some 
comfort from the fact that 99 Ji 
million of our people are emp- 
loyed.” he said, adding “I know 


that's no comfort to those who 
want 10 work and can't find a job.” 
The president said he also und- 
erstood that many people, such as 
car dealers, farmers, builders and 
others were uneasy, even worried, 
about going out of business. 

Mr. Reagan said his policies of 
reduced government spending 
and personal income tax cuts were 
responsible for reducing inflation 
greatly and would soon conquer 
the recession which had caused so 
much unemployment. 

“There's no instant cure.” he 
said, “but there is a cure." 

The president said it would be 
foolish to abandon his policies just 


before they started to work. “The 
reduced government spending 
and the 1 0 per cent tax cut in Juh 
will be the real beginning of our 
programme.” he said. 

Many members of Congress, 
including some in his own Rep- 
ublican Party, have urged Mr. 
Reagan to reconsider his 
policies— especially the planned 
personal income tax cuts— in order 
to reduce the deficit. 

House of Representatives maj- 
ority leader Jim Wright, a Texas 
Democrat, urged the president in 
a separate radio address Saturday 
to be more flexible in his policies 
in order 10 reduce the deficit.

Fighting on Thai-Kampuchean border 


BANGKOK (R) — Thai troops 
exchanged artillery and rocket fire 
with Vietnamese forces across the 
Kampuchean border Saturday, 
military sources said here. 

The exchange of fire north ol 
the Thai border town of Ara- 
nyaprathet lasted several hours, 
but there were no reports of cas- 
ualties. 

Tension rose in border areas 
around Aranyapraihdt Friday. 
- after a Thai soldier and a civilian 


were killed and three Thais were 
wounded by Vietnamese shells fal- 
ling inside Thailand, the sources 
said. 

They added that about 300 Thai 
villagers were temporarily eva- 
cuated from the border area and 
Thai forces, reinforced by tanks, 
retaliated with artillery and rocket 
fire into kampuchea. the sources 
said. 

Vietnamese troops on Friday 
also moved briefly two kilometres 


into Thai territory in pursuit of 
guerrillas loyal to Kampuchea's 
ousted Khmer Rouge gov- 
ernment, the sources said. 

Heavy fighting was reported to 
be continuing across the border 
Friday between Vietnamese-led 
forces and the Khmer Rouge. 

An estimated 200.000 Vie- 
tnamese troops have been sta- 
tioned in Kampuchea since early 
1979 when Hanoi led forces top- 
pled the Peking-backed KhrgSx 
Rouge. 


5,000 missing in Mexican volcano eruption 



PICHUCALCO. Mexico (A.P.) 
— Some 5.000 people were still 
unaccounted as rescue workers 
combed villages isolated for five 
days by debris from the erupting 
El Chichonal volcano, authorities 
said. 

The death toll stood at 15 but. 
Chiapas state officials said Friday 
more bodies may be found in areas 
cut off by the volcano. Five ser- 
iously injured villagers were eva- 
cuated by helicopter. 

Chiapas State Gov. Juan Sab- 
ines Gutierrez, who travelled with 
rescue teams, said he found sur- 
vivors drinking heavily out of des- 
pair. 

“It saddened me." he told rep- 


oners. “I scolded them because all 
the men were drunk. But it’s nat- 
ural, they are very ignorant peo- 
ple. They thought the world was 
going to end and because of the 
danger they took to drinking pul- 
que," a focal homebrew made 
from cactus. 


Prisoners let out 

The hot ash that El Chichonal 
continued spewing Friday forced 
Pichulcalc Mayor Manuel Bar- 
ballo to close the town’s jail and 
set free its 16 prisoners. 

The mayor said he feared the 
jaiT s roof would collpase from the 
weight of the ash, adding: “At this 


time we have more important 
things to do than attend to del- 
inquents." 

Villagers who fled the area aro- 
und El Chichonal volcano after a 
major eruption Monday and a. 
weaker one Wednesday could be 
seen drifting back to their homes 
Friday. 

The volcano let off a powerful 
explosion Friday morning which 
was followed by a' thick pall of 
smoke and ash. But despite pre- 
dictions of another major eru- 
ption. villagers and authorities 
appeared unconcerned. 

El Chichonal sits on the border 
of Tabasco and Chiapas states, 
about 1300 kilometres southeast 
of Mexico City. 


World war Japanese stra gg ler hunted in Guam 


AGANA, Guam (R) — United 
States Marines and police are sea- 
rching for what police believe 
could be a Japanese straggler from 
World War Two hiding in the hills 
of southern Guam, police said 
Friday. 

They said a search team found 
what appeared to be signs that a 
straggler might be hiding in the 
area of the U.S. Naval Magazine, 
an area overgrown with tropical 


vegetation. 

Police Maj. Vicente Munoz said 
the team found metal plates, pie- 
ces of rubber tyre, a plastic the- 
rmometer, a length of twisted 
wire, strips of cloth and pieces of 
coconut fibre twisted into rope. 

Honorary Japanese Consul 
James Shintaku said two islanders 
reported sighting two men with 
long hair and long beards in the 
jungle last October. 


In the past, a number of former 
World War Two Japanese str- 
agglers have been found on 
Guam, scene of hard fighting in 
July. 1944. Mr. Shintaku said 
14,000 Japanese soldiers from the 
war were unaccounted for on this 
U.S. territorial island. 

The last Japanese straggler to 
be found was Shoichi Yokol who 
was discovered outside a cave in 
January 1972 by two villagers. 



Afghan foreign minister looks 
forward to visit of U.N. envoy 

NEW DELHI (R) — Afghan Foreign Minister 
Shah Mohammad Dost, who arrived here Saturday, 
said he was looking forward to discussions with a 
United Nations peace envoy who is due to visit 
Kabul shortly. Mr. Dost, oa his way to Kuwait to 
attend a meeting of the non-aligned coordinating 
bureau, was scheduled to meet Mrs. Gandhi later. 
The U.N. envoy. Diego Cordovez, is due to start a 
shuttle mission between Tehran, Islamabad and 
Kabul from April 10 to try’ to bring the three nei- 
ghbours ‘together for talks on a peace settlement in 
Afghanistan which would include a withdrawal of 
Sovier forces and an end to foreign interference in 
chat country's affairs. Mr. Dost said he was looking 
forward to the visit and said his government was 
willing to discuss all issues with Iran and Pakistan. 
"We have the goodwill and flexibility ... but it is a 
two-way traffic. A lot depends on the other cou- 
ntries." Iran’s Foreign Minister Ali Akbar Vel- 
layari conferred this week with Pakistani officials. 
Government sources in Islamabad said at the start 
of the visit that Iran and Pakistan would try to 
coordinate then- positions before the U.N. envoy's 
tour.

Soviet activist sentenced 


MOSCOW (R) — Soviet human rights activist Ivan 
Kovalyov was sentenced by a Moscow court Friday 
to five years in a labour camp foOo wed by five years 
internal exile on charges of anti-Soviet agitation. 
Relatives who were present at the dose of his 
three-day trial said Mr. Kovalyov, 28, was removed 
from the court before the sentence was read out 
because he had refused to stand up to hear the 
judge pronounce his sentence. Mr. Kovalyov, who 
was arrested last August, was a leading member of 
the dissident “Helsinki Group” set up to monitor 


Soviet adherence to international human rights 
agreements. According to the Soviet news agency 
TASS he was formally accused of printing and dis- 
seminating anti-Soviet materials. 

Bomb defused near U.S. envoy’s 
residence in Athens 

ATHENS (R) — A bomb was found in front of the 
. residence of the U.S. ambassador in central Athens 
Friday night and defused by Greek military experts, 
a police spokesman said Saturday. He said it would 
have caused extensive damage if it had exploded. 
No one had yet claimed responsibility for planting 
it. On Thursday, a home-made time-bomb exp- 
loded in front of the residence, damaging a wall. An 
extreme left-wing group, the Revolutionary Pop- 
ular Struggle, said the bombing was a protest aga- 
inst U.S. policy and the American military bases in 
Greece. 

Rome cultural official arrested 
for illegal currency transactions 

ROME (R) — Police have arrested the director- 
general of Italy's culture ministry on charges of 
illegal currency transactions. Public Prosecutor 
Carlo Belitto said Saturday. The arrest follows pol- 
ice investigations into bribes paid to obtain res- 
toration contracts on historic monuments. Mr. Bel- 
litto said the police seized SI 5.000 found in the 
officer of the director-general.

PARIS. Texas ( R) — Rescue 
teams picked through debris Sat- 
urday looking for more victims 
after a series of tornadoes swept 
across four states Friday killing at 
least 23 people and injuring more 
than 30ft. 

Eight bodies, including that of a 
woman last seen running down the 
street as a tornado descended on 
this northeastern Texas city of 
about 25.000, were recovered 
here Friday night. 

Two more were found in the 
neighbouring farm communities 
of Reno and Blossom. 

Police said 1 3 people more were 
killed and oS injured as dozens of 
tornadoes hit towns over a five-* 
hour span in the north, central and' 
southwestern parts of nei- 
ghbouring Arkansas. 

“ The National Weather Service 
said more than 50 tornadoes 
struck through Missouri. Ark- 
ansas. Oklahoma and Texas. Tor- 
nado watches remained in effect 
Saturday for parts of Tennessee, 
Kentucky. Ohio and Indiana. 

The Tornado which struck 
Paris, a heavy manufacturing cen- 
tre about 160 kilometres nor- 
tneast of Dallas, cut a swath about 
one kilometre wide and eight kil- 
ometres long during the 30 min- 
utes it battered the town Friday.

Roe backs Cyprus unity 


Reagan to cut down MX, 
B-l buildups if Soviets 
agree on equal force level 




W ASHIN GTON ( R ) — President 
Reagan would scale down his pro- 
posed nuclear arms buildup that 
includes deployment of the MX 
missile and production of the B-l 
bomber if the Soviet Union acc- 
epted reductions to equal force 
levels, according to administration 
officials. 

The officials told a House of 
Representatives foreign affairs 
subOTmmittee Friday that a secret 
briefing planned for the Senate 
would show that the president's 
proposed expansion was needed 
to deter nuclear war by matching 
Soviet power. 

Countering Senator Edward 
Kennedy's charge of “voodoo 
arms control” they said they 
hoped this could be achieved by 
mutual reductions to equal levels 
rather than through a U.S. bui- 
ldup. 

“We would hope naturally that 
we could achieve at the bargaining 
table reductions in forces that 
would obviate some of what we 
are doing,” Assistant Defence 
Secretary Richard Perie told the 
subcommittee.

" And the deeper the reductions 
the more it will be possible to dis- 
pense with," he added. 

He said a freeze at existing lev- 
els as proposed by Mr. Kennedy 
and 177 other house and Senate 
members would lock in Soviet 
superiority and reduce chances for 


■Mr. Perie said the planned U.S. 
buildup had two purposes: To put 
pressure on the Soviet Union to 
accept reductions, and to bring 
U.S. forces to parity if Moscow 
would not accept cuts. 

He said he was delighted Mr. 
Kennedy and Republican Senator 
Mark Hatfield of Oregon, the 
other main sponsor of the freeze, 
resolution, would have a chance to 
attend the Senate briefing on Sov- 
iet nuclear forces. 

He said he hoped "it would cha- 
nge their judgment about the wis- 
dom of a freeze; “If that briefing 
brings any point home, it is that we 
have to make improvements to 
our forces in order to restore the 
stability of the strategic arras bal- 
ance." 

Aides to Senate Republican 
leader Howard Baker said four 
senators had asked for the briefing 
and Mr. Baker agreed with the 
idea. But the briefing has not been 
scheduled yet 

Senator Kennedy said Friday 
the president’s plan to build up 
U.S. forces as an incentive for 
Moscow to negotiate cuts amo- 
unted to saying “we have to build 
more nuclear bombs in order to 
reduce the number of nuclear 
bombs." 

But two other administration 
officials joined Mr. Perie Friday in 
saying the president wanted neg- 
otiated U.S.-Soviet reductions 
rather than the full U.S. buildup. 


NICOSIA C^PJ — Indian Ext- 
ernal AffairsKfinister P.V. Nar- 
asimha Rao said Saturday India 
supports the unity, sovereingty. 
the territorial integrity and non- 
aligned status of Cyprus.

‘Gallant Eagle’ war games 
continue on Mojave Desert 


TWENTYNINE PALMS, Cal- 
ifornia (A.P.) — A “violent and 
very rapitf assault with live amm- 
unition was the scenario Saturday 
as the test of the United States’ 
Rapid Deployment Force (RDF) 
focused on the Seventh Marine 
Amphibious Brigade (MAB) in 
the Mojave Desert. 

The live fire and manoeuvring 
that wifi continue through Tue- 
sday are part of “Gallant Eagle 
82,” a massive military exercise 
involving all four services, 40,000 
personnel and tons of equipment. 

“I hope it w31 be very violent 
and very rapid," said Brig. Gen. 
Joseph B. Knotts, commander of 
the Seventh MAB. He said the 
first day's assault includes 53 
tanks. 75-85 amphibious assault 
vehicles. 26 jet planes and 18 
armed helicopters of two types. 


Jets screaming low over the 
enemy positions with napalm and 
high explosives were called upon 
to open the assault. 

“The idea is to continue to ref- 
ine the coordination among the 
various fire elements -- tanks, 
planes, artillery, infantry," said 
Lt. Terri Capatosto, a Seventh 
MAB spokeswoman. 

Questions on safety have been 
asked often since the disastrous 
jump of the 82nd Airborne Div- 
ision paratroopers at Fort Irwin. 
160 kilometres to the north, at 
dawn Tuesday. 

Four paratroopers died on the 
drop zone and a fifth died of inj- 
uries later. Another 151 were inj- 
ured. Sixty-four remained hos- 
pitalised at Fort Irwin and at Fort 
Bragg, North Carolina, home of 
the 82nd. 


Veliotes presents 
to aid Near East, 


$6.38 billion budget 
South Asia in 1983 


WASHINGTON — The Reagan 
administration has presented a 
House of Representatives app- 
ropriations subcommittee with a 
budget request totalling S6.38 bil- 
lion for economic and military ass- 
istance to the Near East and South 
Asia for fiscal year 1983. 

Nicholas A. Veliotes. assistant 
secretary of state for Near Eastern 
and South Asian affairs, on March 
31 summarised the goal of U.S. 
policy on financial assistance to 
the region in two words: “Peace 
and Security.” 

Mr. Veliotes told the sub- 
committee that the United States 
has "significantly increased our 
security and economic assistance 
to friendly and strategically loc- 
ated states in the region so that 
they can better provide for their 
own defence, resist external pre- 
ssures, improve their own eco- 
nomies, and thus enhance the pro- 
spects of orderly progress." The 
programme outlined by Mr. Vel- 
iotes calls for 5287.25 million in 
development assistance, 5619.52 
million under Public Law 480 for 
food assistance. 51.76 billion in 
economic support funds, 53,661 
billion in foreign military sales 
credits, $22.1 million for military 
education and training and S34.4S 
million to support the Middle East 

peace process. 

He described the $6,380 billion 
total as what the Reagan adm- 
inistration believes “is the min- 


imal required to the U.S. to pro- 
tect its interests and achieve its 
policy goals in this vital region." 

Mr. Veliotes, who was acc- 
ompanied by the Agency for Int- 
ernational Development assistant 
administrator for the Near East, 
W. Antoinette Ford, briefly sum- 
marised his prepared testimony on 
the request for foreign assistance, 
and subcommittee members went 
to questions — most dealing with 
the political situation in the reg- 
ion. 

Arms sales to Jordan 

Clarence D. Long, chairman of 
the House of Representatives 
Appropriations Subcommittee on 
Foreign Operations, expressed his 
concern over “subsidising an arms 
races in the region, particularly 
asking about the possibility of the 
United States selling fighter air- 
craft and mobile anti-aircraft mis- 
siles to Jordan. 

Mr. Veliotes assured the cha- 
irman that Jordan has made no 
formal request for either F-16 air- 
craft or mobile Hawk missiles and 
that Congress would be consulted 
should such a request be for- 
thcoming. Mr. Veliotes also vol- 
unteered that in consideration of - 
any arms sales to the Middle East, 
the administration makes “every 
effort" to assure that Israel mai- 
ntains a“qualitative edge.” But he 
added that it is in the United Sta- 


tes' interest to maintain a strong' 
security relationship with Jordan. 
“Three is no question that King 
Hussein shares our strategic con- 
cerns,” he said. 

Camp David process 

Representative Jack Kemp, the 
ranking minority member of the 
subcommittee, said he was dis- 
turbed that there was not “more 
manifestation" of U.S. interest in 
the peace process. “Why not con- 
vene a Camp David two?" he 
asked, noting this would show that 
the United States is “not only sup- 
porting but investing in peace in 
the region." 

Mr. Veliotes responded that he 
“would not exclude something 
more dramatic as we move down 
the road." He did not elaborate. 

However, Mr. Veliotes did rem- 
ind Rep. Kemp that efforts are 
being made to build on the 
Egyptian-Israeli treaty. 

. “We are going to work hard," 
Mr. Veliotes said. “We believe 
they (Israel and Egypt) will work 
'hard to come up with a declaration 
of principles to get the Pal- 
estinians to join us.” 

Asked what the reaction of the 
Palestinians and other Arab state 
might be To the declaration of pri- 
nciples, Mr. Veliotes admitted it is 
“hard to gauge the reaction to a 
document not yet written." 

He pointed to the withdrawal of 


Israel from the Sinai scheduled 
April 25, and the creation of a 
multinational force and observers 
as a peace-keeping force in the 
Sinai as significant acc- 
omplishments. 

‘Habib mission successful’ 

Responding to another que- 
stion, Mr. Veliotes assured the 
subcommittee that the United Sta- 
tes is continuing to work toward a 
reconciliation in Lebanon. "The 
Habib (special envoy Philip 
Habib) mission has been suc- 
cessful... there has been a cea- 
sefire... there has been movement 
toward rapprochement, of sorts, 
between various Lebanese fac- 
tions." 

He noted that Mr. Habib had 
recently returned from another 
round of talks in the region, and 
Habib's report indicated that the 
ceasefire is continuing to hold. 

Questioned about U.S. eco- 
nomic assistance for India and 
India’s ties to the Soviet Union, 
Mr. Veliotes said assistance to 
India is “humanitarian and dev- 
elopmental... our policy is to help 
the poor people." 

“We have seen indications of 
India looking for. areas where we 
■can improve relations," Mr. Vel- 
iotes said. “Overall relations are 
really much better, but we have a 
long way to go.”
